Right Hon. A. J. Balfour, lead- 
er of the Opposition, protested against 
Thursday being set apart for the pre- 
mier’s statement. He insisted that it 
should be made on Wednesday. If 
not given then it should be deferred 
until Monday. In any event it would

ponement until Monday as a large

Ottawa Despatch Says G.T.P. Yards 
Will Be on Mounted Police Pro- 
perty.

Ottawa, Noy, 12.—It ig whispered 
in unofficial circles here today that 


the plans for the Grand Trunk Pacific 
terminal {n Calgary have been ap- 
Proved, and that an official announce- 


ment will be made within a _ few 
hours. The site mentioned for the 
terminal is the present location of 


the Royal Northwest Mounted Police 
Barracks, at the confluence of the 
Bo wand Elbow rivers. This pro- 
Perty, which is held by the govern- 
ment, wag offered to the National 
Transcontinental Railway as a_ site 
for their Calgary terminal some time | 
ago, but the company made no deci- 
sion until recently. 

Although details of the plans can- 
not be learned as yet, it is stated 
that the line will cross the Bow river 


directly opposite the barracks 
grounds. 

That the barracks grounds should j 
be the site for the G.T.P. is not sur- | 


prising, as it has been generally pre- 
dicted that the road would approach | 
its terminal from an easterly direc- } 
tion, bridging the Bow river at a 
point somewhere in the vicinity of 
the Canadian Pacific bridge, and 
crossing the Elbow river right at the 
barracks grounds. 

On inquiry among the property 
holders of Riverside, directly oppo- 
site the Mounted Police Barracks, on 
the north side of the Bow river, The 
Heral ¢clearned this morning that a 
local real estate man, who had taken 
every precaution to cover up his 
tracks, and had enjoined upon those 
whom he approached to refrain from 
divulging his name, had been seking 
options of such properties as that of 
the Riverside Lumber Company. 

Mr. Sereth, manager of the River- 
side Lumber Company, stated to The | 
Herald that he had been offered a 
big figure for the site on which his 
planing mill and factory stand, and 
that he had refused to sell on the} 
ground that he required all his pro- | 
perty for business purposes 

The real estate man who approach. 
ed Mr. Sereth made his promise not 
to divulge his name, but answers the 
description of the man who approach- 
ed others in the locality, and who, 
according to Mr. Sereth, is a well- 
known local real estate man in the 
city. There is reason to presume 
that the realty man is acting in 
half of the Grand Trunk Pacific 

It was about six days ago that Mr.

NEARING PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


The Public Libraty Board will be in 
a position to go before the city coun- 
cil a week from tonight with a definite 
proposal concerning the amount of 
money which will be required for the 
maintenance of the Carnegie Library 
which it is proposed to erect in the 
city. It is the intention of the city 
to ask Mr. Carnegie for a grant of 
$75,000. Thé maintenance charges on 
a building such as this will be in the 
neighborhood of $5,000 and $6,000. In 
view of the fact that Edmonton is the 
Capital City of the province it is hoped 
that more favorable terms may be se- 
cured from Mr. Carnegie than are ex- 
tended to cities which cannot advance 
this claim to special privilege.

PURCHASHD 106 ACRES FOR 885,000. 

The purchase of one huridred acres 
of Jand at an approximate cost of $85,- 
000, for disposal to manufacturers pro- 
posing to locate in Hdmonton, will be 
recommended to the city council at 
this evening’s mééting by the commit- 
tee appointed to investigate offers of 
sites made to the city a few weeks 
agro. The sites chosen are all in good 
locations, so chosen that spur tracks 
may be run into them with the least 
possible trouble and expense. 

If the recomfrendations of the com- 
mittee are accepted by the council the 
by-law authorizing the necessary ex- 
penditurée will probably be voted upon 
at the same time as the ff pal 
elections. 

With the purchase of these. sites the 
city will be in a postion to offer sat- 
isfactory inducements to manufactur- 
ers to locate in Edmonton. The coun- 
cil has already agreed to grant free 
water and light in amounts varying 
from $250 to $500 per year for a term 
not exceeding five years, according to 
the amount of capital invested in the 
industry, and the extent of labor em- 
ployed, subject always to the provis- 
jon that no grant will be made to in- 
dustries' coming into competition with 
others already established, 


Power, when available, will be 
granted in like amount. Alderman 
Lundy, who is a member of the com- 


mittee reporting on the sites, and who 
will stand for election for another 
term, has declared that it will be nart 
of his platform to push the deveTdp- 
ment of power to the stage which will 
place the city in a position to carry 
this latter proposal into effect.

w J. Graves, of Mountifield &

National Apple Show held at Vancou- 
ver, Mr. Gravés brought back with 
him samples of the fruit éxhibited and 
which was culled from the exhibit, the 
exhibit itself being sold to the British 
Columbia government for exhibition 
purposes in the O1@ Country. The ap- 
ples from the Lower Arrow Lakes dis- 
trict were the best at the show. They 
took first, second And third prizes over 
the Nova Scotia apples in the Graven- 
stein class, an@ also cleaneu the board 
in Cox's orange pippin, fameuse and 
other varities. 

Apple growing in the Arrow Lakes 
district is successfully carried on with- 
out the aid of irrigation as in many 
other portions of British Columbla and 
the apple growing states, Where there 
is sufficient natural moisture it is 
found that the fruit, while perhaps 
Slightly smaller in size, is better flav- 
ored and béetter-keeping. 

The apple show at Vancouver was 
undoubtedly the greatest show of its 
kind ever held in the world. The im- 
mense Horse Show building, together 
with an annex" Which filled a street ad- 
joining the entire block which is cov- 
ered by the Horse Show building, was 
inadequate to accommodate all the ex- 
hibits which were offered There wéré

WHERE IS JOSEPH LONGOZ? 

Whefe is Joseph Longoz, an cleven- 
Year-old boy, who ran away from the 
Roman Catholic s¢hool at St. Albert 
about five weeks ago?

NO POWER TO APPOINT CENSOR 

That the city has not the power to 
appoint a censor to régulate places 
of public amusement was the opinion 
embodied by City Solicitor Bown in 
a report submitted to the commis- 
sioners at their meeting yesterday af- 
ternoon, 

As the punishment of persons pre- 
senting immoral or indecent plays is 


provided for by section 208 of the 
Criminal Code, the city solicitor ex- 
pressed the opinion that the city 


would not have the right to pass any 
bylaw providing for the punishment 
of any offences mentioned in this 
code, as it would be simply a matter 
of enforcing the criminal law of the 
country. 

Will Consider Bylaw. 

The city might, however, he con- 
tinued, maké re@ulatfons under = its 
general police power. A form of by- 
law, framed for this purpose, Was sub- 
mitted to the commissioners and will 
be referred to the council, This by- 
law is limited in its operation to the 
motion picture theatres, for the some+ 
what remarkable reason that, if ex- 
tended to other theatres, it would 
prohibit the production of many of 
Shakespeare's plays and a very Mu- 
merous class of popular theatrical 
performances. The bylaw provided 
in effect, that no person shall ex- 
hibit by means of any moving piec- 
ture machine or other mechanical de- 
vices the representation of any act 
or series of acts the actual doing of 
which would constitute an offence 
against any law in force in the pro- 
vince of Alberta. 

Penalty of Infringement, 

Infringement of the provisions of 
this bylaw will be punished by the 
imposition of a fine of not less than 
$25 and not exceeding $100. In de- 
fault of paymeént it presents the pros- 
pect of a térm in jail, and the third 
conviction will ipso facto operate as 


a forfeiture of the license held by 
the offender. e 

If the bylaw meets with the’ ap- 
proval of the council many of the 


most romantic figures of the moving 
pictare show will disappear, The gal- 
lant hero who firés a revolver at the 
Villain will, if his aim is good, be 
arrested for murder or manslaughter;
